Available in both petrol and diesel options, 
the Captur is priced between Rs 45.63 Lakh 
- Rs 52.43 Lakh for the petrol variant and 
Rs 50.44 Lakh- Rs 63.38 Lakh for the diesel 
variant. It is available in a total of 9 variants 
including the top-of-the-line Platine Dual 
variant. 

The design of the Captur reflects Renault’s 
new design DNA and brings forward the 
best from the world of Renault. At 4329mm 
long, 1813mm wide, and 1619mm high, the 
robust-looking Captur is the widest and 
longest offering in its category, with best- 
in-class ground clearance of 210mm. The 
design is accentuated by its Innovative 
Lighting Systems (ILS), which provides 
high impact illumination while being 
highly energy efficient. Renault will offer 
several premium design enhancements on 
the Captur. 

The Captur comes loaded with more 
than 50 premium features as standard 
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offerings from the starting variant 
onwards. These include projector 
headlamps, C-shaped LED DRLs, 
fully automatic temperature control 
with rear cooling vents, integrated 
audio system with USB & Aux¬ 
in and Bluetooth, steering wheel 
controls, and pushbutton start with 
remote central locking etc. Modern 
equipments include smart access 
card, a user-friendly intelligent 
ULC 3.0 multimedia navigation 
system with a seven-inch display, 
voice recognition (for iOS), along 
with temperature and time display.

SUV MEETS LUXURY! 

The hottest luxury SUV segment just got a new competitor 


When Rolls-Royce announced three years 
ago that it would launch Cullinan, it did so 
in the knowledge that its customers around 
the world had asked it to build “The Rolls- 
Royce of SUVs”, with luxury, performance 
and usability not seen before in the SUV 
market. With global customer expectations 
in mind, Rolls Royce envisioned a motor 
car that will both take them to and meet 
them at the pinnacle of life. Cullinan is that 
motor-car. 

Cullinan, the most anticipated car of 2018 
and, quite possibly, the most anticipated 
Rolls-Royce of all time is named after the 
largest diamond ever discovered which now 
resides in the British Crown Jewels. The 
company calls it an all-terrain high-bodied 
car that makes the idea of authentic, luxury 


off-road travel a reality for the first time. 
Rolls have given their SUV a contemporary 
and functional design ensures Cullinan 
gains iconic status in the face of increasingly 
bland SUV designs. 

Cullinan is also the first “three-box” car 
in the SUV-sector as it has rear partition 
wall that creates a distinct environment 
for passengers, separated from the luggage 
compartment.

'Architecture of Luxury’ platform and is the 
most technologically advanced vehicle from 
the Rolls. 

All this luxury has also been tested to 
destruction all over the planet, which 
makes Cullinan an incredibly capable off- 


roader. The offroading in this SUV has been 
amazingly simplified, you don’t need to 
press a whole lot of buttons, shift to different 
gears, turn dials or knobs, there is a button 
the central console that says “offroad” you 
press that... and that’s it! 

Powering the Cullinan is the 6.75 litre 
twin-turbo V12 Rolls-Royce engine delivers 
563BHp and 850Nm of torque to the all- 
new all-wheel drive and an all-wheel 
steer system. Not that price matters to the 
ones who will actually buy the Cullinan, 
however, it will start at $325,000 and will 
only climb from there depending on how 
you want it. The Cullinan is going to give 
some serious competition to luxury SUVs 
and we can’t wait to see what the future 
holds for luxury SUV segment.

DRIVE. 


In a segment led only by a couple of other competitors for a long time 
I Ford has showed up late, but the company has done its homework to 
set the long dormant segment on fire once again. Feast your eyes on 
the Freestyle, the cross hatchback version of the supposedly new Ford Figo, 
which is yet to be launched. Ford calls the Freestyle a Compact Utility Vehicle 
or CUV for short, and this is Ford’s wildcard against the Hyundai i20 Active 
and Toyota Etios Cross. However, is the Freestyle just a jacked up Figo with 
some body armor on? Or is it something completely different? We are here to 
find that out. 
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EXTERIOR 

Featuring a striking-look, a 
commanding stance and dynamic 
design, the Freestyle is not looking 
to fit in. Ford’s signature trapezoidal 
grille, in an aggressive all-black 
design with raised ridges and 
sweeping straight lines moving 
from front to the rear is distinct. It 
also gets all the off-road extensions 
like roof rails, plastic claddings on 
the lower half of the body and scuff 
plates, these elements coupled with 
the high ground clearance makes 
the car look like an SUV. Other 
distinctions come in the form of 
angularly shaped fog lamps with 
black enclosures and a revamped 
bumper design. The crossover 
aspects can also be seen in the 
flared wheel arches. The car also 
gets new 15-inch alloy wheels. 

INTERIOR & 
FEATURES 

The moment you step in, it is evident 
that Ford has paid a lot of attention 
to the cabin; gone are the beige 
interiors. Instead you now get a 
chocolate and black combination 
with piano black inserts on the 
console and steering wheel and 


chrome on the vents, dials and 
buttons, which makes the cabin feel 
more premium. 

The dials are smaller than what 
we’d prefer, which makes all the 
indicators feel like they’re cramped 
into a small space. Storage is ample 
with a sizable glove box, door and 
console pockets where you also 
get a dedicated place to keep your 
phone, dual USB ports and a 12V 
power outlet. The console houses a 
6-inch touchscreen with Bluetooth 
and media controls. However, Ford’s 
Sync3 system is found only on the top 
spec titanium+ model. The screen on 
our review car was plenty smooth 
and responsive so we don’t have any 
complains. Apart from this, you get a 
bucket full of features like 6 airbags 
depending upon the trim, ABS and 
EBD as standard, rear view camera, 
traction control and ARP. 

SAFETY 

In terms of safety kit, the Freestyle 
comes with dual airbags and ABS as 
standard. Top versions of this CUV 
gets six airbags, traction control, 
and Electronic Stability Program 
(ESP). You also get Active Rollover

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Prevention (ARP) feature in the Titanium and Titanium+ variants. 
Ford has definitely got your back on this one. ARP automatically 
detects and avoids potential rollover situations by applying brakes 
to the individual wheels and decreasing engine torque. This simply 
means that you can corner at higher speeds than you normally would 
without the fear of rolling over, although we don’t recommend doing 
that recklessly, safety first! 

There is also Ford’s MyKey function that allows owners to pre-set 
max volume levels and speed limits to keep their children from 
deafening themselves and chauffeurs from breaking speed limits, 
but we are sad to report that this feature is only available in the 
Titanium + variant.

2017 SSANGYONG TIVOLI

The small SUV market is the most rapidly growing markets in 
the automobile industry, over the years consumer preference 
over small SUVs has increased exponentially. This is also the 
reason why this segment is one of the most competitive segments. So 
for any car to really make it in the segment they have to really stand 
out to get noticed and fortunately the SsangYong Tivoli does just 
that; it stands out. Tivoli is one of those small SUVs that provide the 
look and feel of an Ojf-roader but with the performance and running 
costs of an every day family hatchback. How does the Tivoli stack up 
against its competition? Read on to find out.

EXTERIOR 

On the outside the Tivoli looks small and 
low, its not very high off the ground so we 
don’t recommend you go off-roading in 
this. On the front you get a bumper that 
masks the headlights and the fog lights 
down below with a narrow slit for the 
grille. The fog lamps are also wrapped 
around with body colored bumpers. 

You’ll find black inserts between 
the headlamp units that come with 
projectors and DRLs with a sizeable 
SsangYong badge placed in the middle. 
Over to the side, the first thing you 
will notice is the sloping roof with two 
clean lines above and below the door 
space with a sharp curve line just above 
the rear door handle that has also been 
raised to add some muscle to the car. 
While this raised body work looks 
normal in pictures it is very pronounced 
when face to face as it even shows in the 
rear view mirrors. All this sits on alloy 
wheels, which adds to the decency of the 
vehicle. 


INTERIOR 

As we’ve said earlier, it is important to 
stand out. Tivoli does that on the inside, 
starting from the doors that open nice 
and wide. And space is the name of the 
game. Our review team consists of 5 
larger than average Nepalese, with the 
driver’s seat set to the needs of one of our 
reviewers who is over six feet tall, there 


was plenty leg room and head room for 
others at the back. Seating three in the 
back is also comfortable because of the 
low transmission tunnel, you could 
definitely go on a long drive with all 5 
on board without any complaints. The 
materials used inside the cabin is also 
good, the steering feels nice and chunky 
with media controls, the touch screen 
infotainment system is also smart and 
responsive, there are adequate soft touch 
materials and there are lots of storage 
spaces. 

SAFETY 

Tivoli is equipped with 7 airbags for 
maximum passenger protection on 
impact - the most in its class. These 
include a driver’s knee protection 
airbag - a feature normally found in 
prestige vehicles- also a high grade 
steel monocoque structure and a range 
of electronic safety aids. Tivoli EX and 
ELX also feature AEBS, an automated 
braking system that gives these models a 
4 star Euro NCAP rating. In addition to 
this, ELX models feature a Lane Keeping 
Assist system, Traffic Sign Recognition 
and High Beam Assist. Tivoli is equipped 
with ISOFIX child seat mountings to 
the rear outer seats to allow a firm and 
rigid attachment of child seats. In the 
event of a collision, the pre-tensioner 
immediately tightens the seatbelt over 
the chest and lap, ensuring the occupant 
is in the best possible restrained position

PERFORMANCE 

Tivoli is powered by a 1.6-liter petrol, which is 
mated to a 6-Speed transmission that produces 
124 BHp. It is a naturally aspirated petrol engine, 
with maximum power coming in at 6,000rpm, 
while peak torque of 160 Nm arrives at 4,600rpm. 
The accelerator is responsive and the clutch is 
light, and with a steering wheel, that has different 
selectable modes. The double disc brakes Tivoli 
offers also gives you a sense of confidence behind 
the wheel. While the lack of ground clearance 
will discourage you from going offroad, on road 
experience in the car feels commendable. Coming 
back to that steering wheel, it offers three modes; 
“Normal” which as the name suggests is preferable 
for normal everyday driving which doesn’t require 
further explaining. There’s a “Comfort” mode 
which increases the sensitivity of the steering 
wheel and decreases the weight and the feedback, 
which equals to smooth city driving, taking tight 
U turns becomes as easy and smooth as carving 
butter. Then there is the “Sport” mode, which adds 
extra heft and feedback to the steering wheel that 
is felt in every turn, this adds an extra sporty feel 
to the car. 


VERDICT 

Tivoli is that small SUV with a big heart; it is 
amazingly spacious and properly equipped. The 
drive is easy around the cities and the car is loaded 
with safety kit that gives you confidence behind 
the wheel. The car has all the features you need 
and on the outside it is quite the looker. Tivoli is 
one good small SUV that you should take a look at.

ON DIFFICULT ROADS WE’D 
HAVE TO CARRY OUR 
MOTORCYCLE. 


“I try to spend time with people, learn how they 
live, soak in their culture, observe what they do 
and what they eat.” Ateet explained. 

From his earlier trip to Mustang, he applied 
the knowledge form his time spent with the 
Thakali people on his cuisine. This allowed 
him to hone his skills and improve his cooking 
to elevate the experience of the Nepali thali 
for his customers. 

This was part of their new series called 
“Adventures of Untold Goodies”, After Chitlang 
and Dhulikhel, the series takes viewers to 
Solu, a sub region of the Solukhumbu district. 
In this visit they covered Faplu, Salieri, 
Nazing, Pongboche. Their ride of choice? The 
trusty Toyota Hilux and the nimble Ducati 
Hypermotard. Here’s a photographic journal 
of their excursion to the less travelled roads of 
Solukhumbu. 

"We stopped at a place after crossing 
Maneybhanjyang, there were hills all around, no 
cellphone reception, no location no nothing, just 
a road beside a forest. After that we straight up 
stopped at Faplu, which is almost 250 km from 
the capital city. We were two people, one in a 
truck, other on a motorcycle. On difficult roads 
we’d have to carry our motorcycle.” 

“My friend owns a boutique Lodge at Faplu with 
only 8 rooms, you will get everything organic 
there in terms of food.” 
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“The next day we went to a place called 
Nayabazaar located close to Salieri. It 
was reminiscent of the farmer’s market 
that happens here in Kathmandu. It was 
surprising to learn that this was the only 
market that’s been in operation for a very 
long time.” 

The local farmers bring their produce 
there, which is grown in the Solu region 
and also from the terai. “It was an amazing 
experience to see an actual farmer’s market 
there.” 

“I got to spend a lot of times with the locals 
and their unique living style, culture, homes 
and the food they eat are amazing.” 

With more and more cuisines from 
different countries gaining popularity, 
there is no reason for a food culture as 
rich as Nepal’s to fall behind. 

Ateet further explained; “Our varieties 
and ways of eating, our traditions, thye 
are all diverse from place to place. That’s 
why I want to add a little modern twist on 
this already rich cuisine. A cherry on top, 
if you will, to a heritage and represent that 
to the entire world in the future. This is 
why I spend a lot of time travelling to these 
culturally rich places which our country 
has in abundance.” 


Solu cuisine, has changed over the years 
and ancient traditions are rarely seen. You 
can definitely feel the culture, but as the 
generations have passed, things have been 
added or removed. Their popular foods 
are aalu roti, shyakpa, and thenthuk. 

Shyakpa is made from a meat broth, farm 
fresh vegetables, thinly sliced dough 
boiled in the broth, and potatoes. Potatoes 
seem to find their ways into all foods. 


TIPS: 

• The destination is 250 kms away 
from Kathmandu. If you ride often 
and you have enough energy, I would 
suggest you make that trip in a single 
day. If not, split it into two and rest 
at Patale. 

• You need to set some time to 
explore the place. A month long trip 
wouldn’t be enough to explore all of 
the Solu region. So plan ahead, pick a 
time frame, maybe 7 days. 

• You can hike, trek, or spend time 
with people. Plan that out. If possible 
get a dirt bike, it will be much more 
suited to the terrain. I took a heavier 
bike, but I’d suggest something 
lighter.

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“It’s not pressure, it’s excitement.” we kept telling ourselves, desperately trying to calm 

our nerves. 


7 years we’ve spent doing this, this business of reviewing cars and motorcycles for a 
living. But every once in a while a product comes by and manages to send nervous 
tingles coursing through our bodies. Face to face with this iconic machine, that 

familiar feeling came coursing back. 















By definition, an icon is a representative 
symbol of a culture or movement; perhaps 
one that is even considered worthy of 
admiration or respect. Elvis Presley is 
an icon of rock and roll, Muhammad Ali, 
the face of boxing. So, in that retrospect, 
you’d be quiet right in saying that the 
Ford Mustang is the cultural icon of the 
auto-world. 

As one of the few cars to be recognized 
even by non-car enthusiasts around the 
world, the Mustang has been the metal 
metaphor for America. First produced 
in 1964 the Mustang has triumphed as 
a symbol of brazen horsepower recited 
through screeching tires and blisteringly 
fast standing miles. Pop culture and 
media have further perpetuated this 
reputation for the legendary car. 

Had we been talking about the Mustang 
in this manner only a couple of months 
earlier, this would all have been 
shelved as guff gaff between fellow car 
enthusiasts. However, Go Ford Nepal has 
put a very serious and surprising twist to 
this whole situation by rolling the pony 
car into the streets of Kathmandu. 

Believe it or not, the Mustang GT is 
here in Nepal; brandishing the coveted 


pony emblem and a menacing intent to 
conquer the roads of Nepal. We are ready 
to bow down to our new V8 overlords. 
But first, it’s time to get our hands dirty 
with this beast. 

EXTERIOR 

One of the many things that the Ford 
Mustang has been popular for are its 
looks. It has enticed car lovers for 50 
years and this 2017 Ford Mustang GT, 
which we have on review, shows why. 

The blatant display of muscle and brawn 
by the Mustang’s aesthetics is Ford’s 
territorial growl that firmly establishes 
its presence. Wearing the triple yellow 
tricoat, the Ford Mustang GT scores 
massive points on the head-turnometer. 

Confront the Mustang head-on and a pair 
of aggressive headlights with signature 
LED DRLs stares you down. The chrome 
pony, an emblem that successfully 
branded the American ‘muscle car’ and 
‘pony car’ category, sits smack dab in the 
middle of the massive grille. 

Furthering the muscular persona are 
the defined and pronounced bodylines 
that run through the absolutely massive 


bonnet and body panels. The raked 
roofline slopes down to the rear that has 
the recognized tri-bar LED rear lights 
flanking the ‘GT’ moniker embellished 
in chrome. Other things worth noting 
in the rear are the dual exhausts and 
diffusers. 

Low slung and running on black alloys, 
the Ford Mustang GT is a beautifully 
sporty and menacing sight on the roads 
of Kathmandu. As of now, there is no 
other vehicle running on four wheels 
that will be able to steal the thunder 
from the Ford Mustang GT. 

INTERIOR 

The interior is one of the finest you’ll find 
in the country, maybe only surpassed 
by the Germans. Without feeling too 
cluttered, the interior features have bold, 
chunky lines throughout the cabin. 

There is a retro 60’s feel to the interiors 
that is reflected mainly via the sizeable 
three-spoke steering with a circular horn 
in the middle. The flat dashboard with 
circular vents and a huge instrument 
cluster with analogue dials add to the 
classic feel of the Mustang.

The center console has a touchscreen 
infotainment system with a fantastic 
user interface with Apple Car Play and 
Android Auto connectivity that syncs your 
Smartphone seamlessly. Aircraft-inspired 
gauges and switches are nice touches to 
the excitement of the experience. Ford says 
that aviation did influence the styling of 
the interiors. And just to bring the point 
home, the speedo reads ‘ground speed’. 

Some of the other key features include 
Pony projection puddle lamps, rain sensing 
wipers, dual zone climate control, power 
adjustable front seats, ambient lighting, etc. 


Getting in and out of the Mustang isn’t 
difficult, even if you are a large bloke. Once 
inside you’ll be able to find a comfortable 
position. This is a very good thing because 
chances are, once you get the V8 engine 
running, you will not want to get out any 
time soon. 

Rear seats, on the other hand, are strictly 
meant for children. Adults will have to 
really cram in and suffer throughout the 
drive. Unless you’re next in line to drive, 
you might not have as fun of an experience. 
If you were wondering about the safety, 
it scores high marks on this respect too. 


Every Mustang GT comes standard with 
frontal, side, overhead and knee airbags. It 
also comes with a backup camera and post¬ 
collision alert system as standard kit. In a 
vehicle that has every potential of scaring 
the driver behind the wheels, the safety 
features will be of much solace. 

PERFORMANCE 

Now, coming to the meat of the matter. As 
popular and appealing as the aesthetics 
are, the real appeal of the Mustang GT 
lies under the bonnet. As promised by the 
badge on the side panel, a massive 5.0 Liter 
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V8 is at the heart of the Mustang. This force of 
human engineering is capable of sending 435 
maniacal horses galloping to the rear wheel. 
Torque figures come to a healthy 542NM. 
What these stats mean is that you will be able 
to crunch crazy numbers on the speedometer 
and watch the kilometers fly by. 

Here is how the Mustang experience generally 
goes. The moment you shift into gear, via 
the satisfying 6 speed manual gearbox, you 
transcend into a totally different mindset. 
You have a significantly heightened sense 
of sight; your reflexes are more acute. The 
nervous energy that you had up till this point 


will change into focused concentration the 
moment you release the clutch and sprint into 
momentum. Flex the long travel accelerator 
and you can feel every one of the horses pulling 
the car forward with vigor. Stamp down and 
the car squats into its hindquarters and propels 
forward with cruel intensions. 

Unfortunately, we didn’t have the liberty of 
really hitting the corners with the Mustang 
GT, we doubt anyone but the owner has the 
luxury (and right) of doing so. However, with 
the all-independent suspension setup that the 
Mustang gets, we can vouch for its splendid 
handling capabilities.

Regardless, the straights are where this iconic 
muscle car truly shines. Notorious for its ability 
to demolish standing miles, there is no car in 
the country that even comes close to the Ford 
Mustang GT. Accompanied by the bellows of the 
5.0-liter V8, the driving experience you get from 
the Mustang is difficult to replicate. You get 
four selectable driving modes - Normal, Sport+, 
Track and Snow/Wet. In Sport+, the engine is 
allowed to rev that little bit more and feels more 
responsive too. 

Braking is handled by discs all around, which do 
a great job of bringing the car to a halt. There is 
plenty of bite that instigates enough confidence 
in the driver. 


VERDICT 


There is little point in beating around the bush 
here; the Ford Mustang GT blew our minds, as it 
rightly should. To have this iconic automobile in 
Nepal was exciting, to be able to test drive it was 
surreal. It lived up to every bit of the expectation 
and hype. Whether it is in terms of its presence 
or the experience of driving it, the Ford Mustang 
GT knocks it out of the park. They say there is a 
feeling you get from a Mustang that you don’t 
get from any other car, and we’d have to agree.

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Back in 2009, one of us at Nepal Drives fell head ^ 
ouer heels for a motorcycle tharwont by the 
name ofDaelim VT Evolution. At a time when 
the Kawasaki Eliminator (see Bajaj Avenger) was in 


its heyday and the Orange County Choppers was THE 
show to watch on television, the cruiser styles of the VT 


Evolution was difficult to resist. With low-slung spats, 
wide handlebars, an engine disguised to look larger than 
it really was, and a massive speedometer on the tank, the 
attention it received was not surprising. 
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However, like many things in life, 
there was more (or less) to it than 
what you saw at first look. Although it 
looked like a cruiser, it was far from it. 
Equipped with a tiny 125cc engine, at 
best, the VT Evolution was a commuter 
masquerading as a cruiser. The more 
you looked at it, the tackier it got. To the 
experienced eye, the overly chromed 
bits, plastic build, and the embarrassing 
power output stood out like a nasty sore. 
Yet, for the less experienced, slightly 
overweight teenager looking for his 
first motorcycle, the VT Evolution was a 
very plausible choice; one that you could 
easily obsess over. 

Fast-forward to 2018 and we have with 
us the Motorhead (Fuego) Tekken 250: a 
dual sport motorcycle from the Chinese 
manufacturers that, at first look, appears 
to be a strong, good-looking contender. A 
motorcycle that is deceptively striking; 
so much so, that an eager youngster 
could easily obsess over it. 

STYLING 

From afar, the Tekken 250 is a handsome 
motorcycle. A muscular build with 
elements like a high front fender, 
sculpted fuel tank, knobby tyres, and 


dual exhaust pipes 
all make for an 
appealing demeanor. 

Yet, upon closer 
inspection, you 
begin to notice 
certain shoddy 
elements that 

might change your 
perception. A loud 
orange painted logo 
of the Motorhead 
brand on the engine 
seems really out of 
place; the same goes 
for the numerous 
decals and stickers 
that read out things like “6G” (which 
stands for 6 gears), and “for all terrain”. 
The instrument cluster looks like 
something you’d use to check your blood 
pressure at home and led strips on the 
fuel tank that light up along with the side 
indicators look cheap. 

Still, we have to admit, the Tekken 250 
isn’t a terrible thing to look at. In fact, it 
is somewhat of a head-turner. This could 
be due to the fact that it’s a new comer, 
but it still gets a lot of attention. The back 
end of the Tekken looks pretty decent

Sharp designs throughout the machine help 
give it a masculine appeal. 

PERFORMANCE 

On paper, this is an “all terrain” motorcycle. 
That implies that it’ll go where you ask it to, 
whether it’s winding up tarmac twisties or 
up rocky climbs. But, so will a Hero Splendor, 
or a Bajaj Platina. In order to really claim a 
spot amongst real dual sport motorcycles 
the Tekken has to be capable and eager to 
conquer mountains. Quite the reverse, the 
Tekken is as eager to take on off road terrain, 
as a lazy fat kid is eager to go on morning 
runs. For a dual sport, the suspensions are 
horridly stiff and off road rides will take a 
toll on your body. The only saving graces are 
it’s tall riding stance and knobby tyres that 
work well when the asphalt ends. 

Thankfully, on pitched roads, the same 
stiffness of the suspensions gives it 
composure. It might not be keen on leaning 
haphazardly into corners but it gets the job 
done. 

The engine is a 250cc mill that churns out a 
modest amount of power, which is okay for 
city riding, but not up to par for a quarter 
liter engine. Handling is easy and sans of any 
nasty surprises. But, as mentioned earlier, 
the suspension for off road riding is a little 
too stiff. 

VERDICT 

In many ways, the Tekken 250 is well suited 
for Nepal’s roads. There are just enough dual

sport characteristics for the Tekken to work 
well in our broken roads. Nevertheless, we 
have to say, it is not an all terrain machine 
at heart. It will go on off road trails, but you 
won’t be a happy camper and neither will 
the Tekken. 

Much like the Daelim VT Evolution at 
its time, the Tekken 250 impersonates a 
rugged, purpose built dual sport. But to a 
more experienced eye, certain aesthetic 
glitches stick out like a sore thumb. 
Nevertheless, it is entirely possible 
that many will fall prey to the Tekken’s 
appeal. And, to be honest, for a motorcycle 
manufactured in China, it is robustly built 
and distinctly alluring. 

More importantly, for a 250cc dual sport 
motorcycle priced at Rs.3,50,000, all the 
niggles seem less prominent. Hence, 
completing the deception and shining out 
like a true star.

Front&rear hydraulic disc brakes 
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n /n a market as small as Nepal’s, jumping onto the “electric vehicle” bandwagon 
might not even make a dent in the global struggle for environmental wellbeing. 
However, the trend has picked up fast. The surge in the popularity of electric 
vehicles took a major shock when load-shedding hours were high. But now that the nation 
has been declared free of load shedding, things are looking up for the segment. 

While personal scooters and cars are slowly falling in people’s consideration set, electric vans 
are yet to take up even a fraction of the overall sales market in the automobile industry. But, 
as concern about environmental pollution grows, businesses and private buyers will come 
under increasing pressure to adopt so-called e-mobility solutions. 
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Spearheading the campaign for the use of 
electric vans in Nepal is Agni Energy Pvt 
Ltd with the Mahindra eSupro. We believe 
this is targeted towards the commercial 
sector with its use primarily as a people 
mover. In this issue of Nepal Drives, we test 
out the eSupro. 

EXTERIOR 

If boxy designs were a yardstick for beauty, 
the eSupro could win a national beauty 
pageant; but it isn’t. Although the eSupro 
isn’t running for any beauty contest, for the 
segment, it does not look bad. 

Modern styled headlights flank a simple, 
slim black grille, indicators are integrated 
into the headlights. The front end is 
pretty much dominated by the massive 
windscreen though. 

ORVMs are primitive by passenger car 
standards, but for a commercial vehicle 
they’ll work. The eSupro gets sliding doors 
on both sides and large windows to look 
out of. It runs on wheels that are comically 
small, but that’s part of the van package. 

The rear incorporates the rear window into 
a door that opens like a conventional door 
for easier access. 


INTERIORS 

Keep in mind, this is a commercial van; 
so expecting anything extravagant would 
be a waste of time. Having said that, the 
exposed steering shaft is god awful to look

at. We don’t have other complaints though. 
Since there is no gear shifter, three people 
can sit in the front, although it does get 
slightly cramped. The driving modes can 
be selected via a simple rotary dial knob 
placed on the driver’s left. 

The dash is pretty much simple, mostly 
brown with black on the steering wheel 
and central console . The glove box remains 
locked and can only be accessed with 
the key, but you can keep your wallet and 
phone on the open compartment over it. 
A modern digital speedometer that lights 
up in blue and has all the telltale lights 
including the battery percentage, Distance 
to Empty (DTE), Gear Engaged etc. breaks 
the conventionality. 

In the rear cabin, there is absolutely 
nothing to write home about. There are 
oodles of space in terms of legroom and 
headroom. Mahindra have said that it’s an 
eight seater, and we’d agree. The boot space 
with the seats in position and spare wheel 
is minimal, with enough space for a couple 
of bags. 

PERFORMANCE 

There are two driving modes to choose 
from, one that has a steady power output 
while there is another (called Boost mode) 
that provides additional power to handle 
steep inclines with ease. We found driving 
in boost mode all the time was more fun, so 
that’s exactly what we did. Did it have an 
effect on the battery life? Sure. But was it 
worth it? Yes. 

The company claims that the range 
provided by the battery is 112kms, we’d 
round it out to about a lOOkms. There is 
regenerative braking which charges the 
battery every time its brakes are applied, 
helping the van literally recover the energy 
it dispenses. In the off chance that you run 
out of battery in the middle of nowhere, the 
revive feature gives 7 kms of extra range 
once you are out of charge to reach the 
nearest charging point. 

Starting off the line is slow and it does seem 
to struggle a bit, but once it gets going it’s 
a breezy experience (breezy because you 
have no AC so the windows are down). 
Driving around the city was a calming 
experience, almost meditative, with the 
silent electric motor and soft suspension 
smoothly lugging us around. You are 
forced to come out of your trance when 
you have to make turns from a stand still 
because you do not get power steering. It is 
an exceptionally manly feeling at first, but 
it does get tiring when you’re making your 
7th U-turn of the day.

Despite being a passenger vehicle, which will serve any 
family who know the car’s limits well, we believe the 
Mahindra eSupro will be a product focused on commercial 
use. 




Now, how will an electric vehicle, more specifically an 
electric van, play a significant role in the commercial 
sector? To answer that question, we need to look at a few 
other aspects. With a range of 112km range, clearly, it 
needs to be charged every day. With 9 hours needed for a 
full charge, it limits the on-road time. People would rather 
have their UV on road earning them money than at home 
being charged. 



Kindergarten schools, or other businesses that make 
3-4 trips daily, might fare better with the charging 
requirements. Hotels or services used to shuttle tourists 
around tourist areas could also utilize the eSupro. 


Whatever the use might be, the Mahindra eSupro is a step 
towards better and environmentally friendlier mobility 
solutions. 
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Brakes And 
When To 
Check Them 

Brakes are one of those elements in a car that can go unnoticed and only see 
maintenance during your routine servicing of your vehicle (ifyou re'lucky), or when 
something goes wrong (if you’re not). While the routine service is a safe place to 
find out that your brakes aren’t working like they should, finding your brakes don’t 
work while speeding towards a red-light manned by a particularly grouchy traffic 
officer could easily ruin your day (month/year). We want our readers to avoid these 
scary situations so here are some signs to look for to determine the condition of 
your brakes.

Cars today use “Disc Brakes” on either 
the front or both front and rear wheels. 

A hydraulic system filled with brake 
fluid triggers a set of padded clamps 
known as calipers, the pads of these 
calipers, often known as “Brake Pads” 
squeeze on a disc known as the rotor. 

The friction that occurs between the 
pads and rotor eventually stops the 
car. As the pads wear with time, they 
become thinner which will result in less 
effective braking of your car. 

First up is checking the thickness of 
these brake pads, it’s an easy procedure, 
you just have to look between the spokes 
of the wheels and spot the shiny metal 
disc, it’s very hard to miss. On the 
outer edge of the disc, you will find the 
caliper, the pads lie between the disc 
and caliper. Usually the pads have to 
be one quarter of an inch thick, think 
as thick as the length of your index 
fingernail. If they are any thinner, they 
might need replacement. 

Now, we know how much people 
love blasting music in their cars, our 
videographer at Nepal Drives is a 
testament to it. However, playing loud 
music inside your vehicle not only affects 
your ears in the long run but is not good 
for your brakes as well. How? Well, the 
brake is surprisingly vocal when it falls 
sick. There is a small indicator in your 
braking system that emits a high-pitched 
squeal when your pads need replacing. 
While you can easily hear this sound even 
with your windows up, you won’t be able to 
hear it with Swami-D blabbering on your 
speakers. Keep the volume down eh? 


Another warning sign to look out for is if 
you feel your car trying to sway left or right 
while driving or braking, that means there 

could be a problem. It could be a stuck 
caliper, which could generate friction on 
one wheel and not on the other resulting 
the sway towards the stuck caliper wheel. 
Other possibilities that result in the sway 
could be a broken brake hose, uneven 
brake pads, uneven tire pressure, wheel 
alignment and suspension problems. 

Another sign to look for is the vibrating 
brake pedal, if you feel thrumming on 
the brake pedal while applying brakes, it 
indicates that you may have warped rotors; 
their uneven surfaces will rub against the 
brake pads, which will send vibration to 


the pedal. 

A mushy pedal that goes to the floor way 
before brakes are applied also indicates 
worn out pads, or a leak in brake fluid, or 
a problem with the hydraulic system. On 
the other hand, if you come to a dead stop 
with the slightest touch of the brake it 
could mean an unevenly worn rotor, dirty 
brake fluid or contamination of the fluid by 
moisture. 

Well, there you have it. Keep an eye on 
these things and if you do find these in 
your own vehicle we recommend to take it 
to a mechanic rather than trying to mend it 
yourself, better be smart than sorry.

Commencal really brought things to life with their 
dynamic colour range in their products. There was this 
vivacity in the their lineup that was hard to miss. And 
that is not only true of their recent lineup. Commencal’s story 
started in the year 2000 with a new century, new aspirations 
and renewed technologies. It was this liveliness that built up 
the brand’s momentum. The META series came into being in 
the year 2005 ; a decade later it was put into the decade’s top 
10 best bikes by the British Press. 
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Commencal has successfully put life into the 
mountain biking scene. In Nepal too, Epic 
Mountain Bikes shouldered the responsibility 
of distributing Commencal mountain bikes 
in the country and they did a pretty decent 
job of it. Luckily, this was happening while 
the mountain biking craze took over in the 
country. Pedal power garnered a massive 
appeal and mountain bikes began selling like 
hot cakes. A new culture began to spawn and 
did very well for over a decade. 

Then all of a sudden, the market dipped. The 
initial craze began to die down. Pollution 
levels in the air skyrocketed. People who had 
taken up cycling as a means of being fit had 
to stop for the sake of their own health. Things 
looked bleak, and the industry suffered. 

However, this is when the essence of 
mountain biking rises above and prevails. 
While the health benefits of cycling might 
have been a key reason for many commuters 
to get into cycling, there is a greater draw that 
spurs mountain bikers throughout the world; 
that of freedom. Whether you’re shredding 
single tracks, rambling down downhills, or 
just exploring the landscape; there are very 
few activities that ensue the same sense of 
freedom as a mountain biking does. 

We think, with the Meta AM New Zealand 
Series, Commencal have harked back to these 
very basics. Enjoying the joys of cycling, 
injecting life into the mundane. 


STYLING 

Although Commencal have opted out from 
using their vibrant color lineup, there is just as 
much life in the styling as ever. The silver paint 
scheme gets a Maori tribal prints which brings 
a certain class and charisma to the Meta V4.2. 

It must be said though, that this particular 
bike that we had with us, has been decked out. 
The DVO Diamond front suspensions provide 
160mm of travel and a wicked style element to 
it. Rockshox Super Deluxe takes care of the 
rear suspension duties. 

Instead of a carbon frame, the Meta AM has 
a gorgeous brushed-aluminum one and a 
12-speed SRAM Eagle drivetrain

PERFORMANCE 

Like we said, Commencal have 
put in a lot of life into the META 
v4.2. This is not one of those all¬ 
mountain bikes that will happily 
pull double-duty as a trail bike. 
It demands speed, and then some 
more speed, and then some things 
to smash through with all that 
speed. Its head angle is perched 
at an aggressive 65.5 degrees, and 
its wheelbase stretches to 1,205 
millimeters for an incredibly 
stable wingspan. This makes the 
ride closer to Downhill than to 
trail.
